High Rate Not 
Collected On 
Timber Berths 


The Alberta government at no 
time endeavored to collect $3 per 
thousand feet from licensed tim- 
ber berth operators, Hon. N, E. 
Tanner, minister of lands and 
mines, declared Friday when 
commenting on a timber license 
dues judgment handed down in 
supreme court Thursday by Mr. 
Justice G. B. O'Connor. 

(The judgment held that a $3 
rate on Dominion-licensed berths 
would be prohibitive and therefore 
ultra vires of the province. The 
jurist held that it was within the 
payer of the province to vary by 
regulation the ‘rate of timber dues 
charged on such timber leases pro- 
vided such dues were not pro- 
hibitive. 

(It was also held that a rate of 
$1.75 as set out by a provincial 
order-in-council was valid.)

Prince Rupert 
Will Get New 
Highway Link 


OTTAWA, March 27—(CP)—A 
read construction program which 
will link the port of Prince Rup- 
ert, B.C., with the highway system 
of British Columbia is to be un- 
dertaken with all speed’ by the 
Dominion government, it was 
learned today. 

Officials estimated about 105 miles 
of new road construction would be 
required to complete a connection 
between Prince Rupert and Prince 
George, B.C., thus giving a road 
outlet to the coastal city now served 
by a northern branch of the Can- 
adian National Railways running 
west from Red Pass Junction, B.C. 

Under existing plans the road 
from: Prince Rupert will have no 
connection with the proposed 
Alaska highway, as United States 
engineers are to Start construction 
work on this military road at Fort 
St. John, B.C. northeast of Prince 
George. 


CANADIAN PROJECT 

To obtain direct connection with 
the prairies, it will be necessary 
to complete construction in sec- 
tions between Prince George and 
Jasper, Alta. Part of the construc- 
tion work in this more easterly 
area will be undertaken by Japan- 
ese moved from the Pacific coast 
protected area. 

Building and improvement along 
the Prince Rupert-Jasper route 
will be a Canadian project, al- 
though it was conceded in official

FDR. Spe Speeds Up 
Aid For Russians 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—(AP) 
—The White House disclosed today 
President Roosevelt had ordered a 
first priority on shipments of war 
supplies to Russia, and had told the 
War Production Board and the Un- 
ited States army and navy to re- 
lease such supplies as soon as poss- 
ible. 

The President, in a letter to Rear- 
Admiral Emory S. Land, war ship- 
ping director, said he had found 
“that our protocol shipments to 
Russia are still far behind” and that 
he wished “to emphasize again to 
you that the meaning of the Russian 
protoco!] shall have a first priority 
in shipping.” 

The letter was dated March 17, 
the White House said. 

At the same time he told Don- 
ald M. Nelson, war production chief, 
that he wished all supplies promis- 
ed Russia under her protocol] agree- 
ment with this country released for 
shipment at the earliest possible 
date.

OTTAWA, March 27, - 
(CP) — Justice Minister St. 
Laurent announced today 
three Alberta acts, passed by 
the provincial legislature in 
1941, had been disallowed 
and a fourth referred to the 
Supreme court of Canada. 

The acts disallowed are the 
Debt Proceedings Suspension 
Act, 1941, the Orderly Payment 
of Land Debts Act, 1941, and the 
Limitation of Actions Act, 1935, 
Amendment Act, 1941. 

Referred to the Supreme Court 
was the Municipal District Act 
Amendment Act, 1941. 

The Debt Proceedings Suspension 
Act empowers the province in cer- 
tain circumstances to prohibit the 
bringing of or other 
proceedings relating to debts con- 
tracted prior to July 1, 1936, for a 
certain period to be specified in-the 
order-in-council, Debts incurred 
since July 1, 1936, would not be 
affected by such order-in-council. 

Orderly Payment of Land Debts 
Act is an act to prescribe a plan 
according to which debtors, both 
farmer and urban, under mortgages 
of land and agreements for sale of 
land shall for the limited period 
fixed by the act make payments to 
their creditors, and to further pro- 
vide that so long as payment ‘s 
made according to such plan no 
action can be brought to enforce 
the terms of the mortgage or agree- 
ment for sale.

The Municipal District Act 
Amendment Act, 1941, amends the 
Municipal District Act. One of the 


main sections of the 1941 legislation 
is the provision ‘of machinery for 
the amalgamation of two or more 
municipal districts or improvement 
districts to form larger districts. 

Limitation of Actions Act, 1935, 
Amendment Act, 1941, changes the 
period within which an action must 
be brought upon judgments, mort- 
gages and agreements of sale from 
10 years to six years. 


‘Russians Land 


Behind Nazis’ 
Lines In North 


MOSCOW, March 27, — 
(CP)—The Moscow radio de- 
clared tonight that Russian 
troops had been landed from 
warships of the Red fleet be- 
hind the German battlefront 
in a big surprise movement 
on the far northern Mur- 
mansk front. 

It said the Russian landings 
caused “great confusion” among 
the Germans. 

Russian sea and air forces are co 
operating with the land troops.

Germen planes on Murmansk, but 
said 11 were shot down and that 
no damage was done to the im- 
portant port.

Democracy Must 
Strike Now Says 
W. D. Herridge 


OTTAWA, March 27— (CP) — 
W. D. Herridge, originator of the 
New Demtocracy movement and 
former Canadian minister to 
Washington, on his return from 
Britain today fesued a statement 
in which he declared “democracy 
must strike now. We dare not 
walt until 1943.” 

“Canada must play a leading part 
in democracy’s counter-offensive,” 
Mr. Herridge said. “The Canadian 
Corps (overseas) can join the 
armies of the Middle East and fight 
in Libya. It should have done 80 
a year ago. Or the Canadian Corps 
can set out to build the road to 
Berlin. It, should begin with raids 
on the coasts of France and Bel- 
gium, great raids, small raids, con: 
stant raids. The C&nadian Corps 
must raid to the limit of its cap- 
acity.” — 

OFFENSIVE ACTION 

The Canadian Corps must be re- 
organized for offensive action, the 
statement said. “An attacking force 
is only as strong as its reinforce- 
ments. ‘An army cannot fight effec- 
tively unless it can instantly make 
good the wastage of battle. The plain 
fact is that today there are not 

enough reinforcements to maintain 
the corps as now designed in sus- 
tained action. , 

“All formations over and above 
the Ist and 2nd infantry divisions 
and the Ist armored division must 
be broken up to provide the requir- 
ed reinforcements for battle,” Mr. 
Herridge said. 

While the government was right 
in mobilising for tie defence of 
Canada it “will be eternally wrong 
if it permits such mobilisation to 
imperil the strength of the Cana- 
fan corpe.” 

“Canada must have @ corps that 
is ready to fight now. That being 

so, to talk of building the corps into 
an army is sheer midnight mad- 
ness.” 
SLAP IN FACE 

Already’ “frustration has the 
corps by the throat,” he said. “Has 
the passivity: of the corps helped the 
cause? It has been paid that the 
Canadian Corps was essential to 
the defence of Great Britain, That 
is not true today. Nor has it been 
true for a year or more. In fact 
the stupid fiction is a slap in’ the 
face of the courage of Britain and 
the intelligence of Canada.” 

The great majority of the Cana- 
dian soldiers in the United King- 
dom were straining towards the 
battle front, eating their hearts out 
for action. 

“The passivity of the 
Corps helps no one but the politi- 
cians and the brass hats. It brings 
unearned credit to the one and un- 
earned promotion to the other.” 
ASKS QUESTIONS 

Mr. Herridge asked why the gov- 
ernment sanctioned the creation of 
more divisions than it can rein- 
force. He added: “What ‘control 
does the government exercise over 
the operations of the Corps? What 
contro! does the British war office 
exercise over the operations of the 
Corps? Has the war office ever 
requested, formally or informally, 
that the Corps or any part of it 
should engage in active operations? 
If yes, what reply was given and 
why? Why are such great numbers

The Red Army has demonstrated 
that it cannot be immobilized. Hit- 
ler cannot stabilize the front there 
with a holding force while he turns 
the main body of his war machine 
in another direction. Ivan Maisky 
the Soviet Ambassador in London 
said on Wednesday that Russia has 
taken the initiative from Hitler and 
has no intention of relinquishing it. 

Maisky observed further that 
the Allies are preparing to win 
the war in 1943, but argued that 
the decisive turn can be reach- 
ed this year on the Russian front 
if the United Nations throw in 
everything they have while Hitler 
still is on the defensive, 

Russia's trump card in the war 
against Hitler is almost unlimited 
manpower. Al] the men Hitler can 
bludgeon from the reluctant sub- 
§ugated nations of southeastern 
Europe cannot match it in- numbers 
nor, apparently, in fighting spirit. 


RUSSIA HAS MEN 

Russia has the men. What she 
needs is the tanks, planes and guns 
to offset German superiority in 
that respect. The fact is fully ap- 
preciated in Washington and Lon- 
don, as shown by Mr. Roosevelt's 
latest order: 

It is principally the job of the 
United States to supply that mat- 
erial. Britain's task is to keep the 
northern route to Murmansk and 
Archangel open by her flcet and air 
force, The American navy provides 
protection to Iceland, but with sub- 
marines infesting North American 
waters, can hardly be expected to go 
farther. 


DEPEND ON BRITAIN 

Much depends on Britain's ability 
to keep the German fleet units now 
assembled in Norwegian waters 
bottled up there. If it gets on the 
loose, the Northern supply route to 


Russia would be gravely endan- 
gered. 
The northern route is much 


shorter and more efficient than the 
long trip through the South Atlan- 
tic. Around South Africa and up 
the Indian Ocean to the Persian 
Gulf. Moreover, the southern route 
may be endangered if the Japanese 
break through to Ceylon and start 
operating in the Indian Ocean.

City taxpayers will of course be re- 
lieved to know the tax rate for 1942 is to 
be no higher than it was last year, 51% 
mills, That it would be lower there was no 
expectation, while a half-mill increase had 
been rather definitely indicated as in 
prospect. 

It is fair to note that in holding to this 
rate, council is figuring closely. The bud- 
get predicts only a small surplus, 80 small 
that one unforeseen demand may turn it 
into a deficit when the year is up. Even 
so it is better to take the risk and avoid 
the discouraging effect of increasing the 
rate while there is a chance of breaking 
even, 

And there is also a chance that, in- 
stead of circumstances turning the trifling 
anticipated surplus into a deficit, they 
may work the other way and enlarge it. 
Revenues from the utilities and other 
branches may prove to be more elastic 
than is now supposed. And it is not im- 

ible that economies may be found to 
be possible here and there which are not 
now apparent. 

Because a certain sum is placed in the 
estimates for a certain purpose it does not 
necessarily follow that all the money must 
be spent. The actual outlay during a year 
is not determined by the budget made up 
while the year is young, but to a large de- 
gree by the care with which expenditure is 
watched during the following months. 
With so small a surplus in prospect, it will 
be the duty of council to guard against 
exceeding estimates, and to spend some- 
thing less than these provide for if and 
where that is found to be possible. 


Little Ships Against Big Ones 


Mussolini’s navy has done it again. 
It sallied out in strength to sink a convoy 
headed for Malta, but was chased away by 
a flock of small cruisers and destroyers 
and ran for home under cover of night— 
with a torpedo-hole in a battleship and the 
plating of that and other heavy ships 
pock-marked by shells from the pop- 
guns which had not force enough to pene- 
trate the armor. ‘ 

The engagement is rated as one of the 
most remarkable in naval history. The 
battleship mounted 15-inch guns, and two 
of the accompanying cruisers 8-inch guns, 
With the further advantage of high speed, 
which the designers have given all mod- 
ern Italian ships, these should have torn 
the little attackers to pieces. But they 
sank none of the wasps, 4nd none of the 
convoyed merchantmen, though they stuck 
to the job more resolutely than is common. 

The battle was significant in one re- 
spect, aside from the immediate results. 
The British squadron apparently had no 
air protection, while Axis planes, includ- 
ing dive-bombers, were present in num- 
bers, and had to be fought off during and 
after the naval engagement. But the lit- 
tle ships emerged with minor damages. 
Had they been battleships the result might 
well have been the same as when the 
Prince of Wales and the Repulse were 
caught by Japanese aircraft without any 
“ceiling”. 

Speed and manoeuverability give small 
warships an advantage alike against larg- 
er antagonists and against torpedo-planes, 
They can dodge—and keep shooting while 
they dodge. From the River Plate to the 
Mediterranean this has been demonstrated 
to the enemy’s cost. 


The Moisture Supply 


Weather records dating back to last 
August show that rainfall and snowfall 
have been farther below normal in central 
Alberta than in any other section of the 
west. The deficiency here to the end of 
February is put at 15 per cent. In both 
northern and southern Alberta the pre- 
cipitation was well above the average. 

Saskatchewan was less favored than 
this province. In the northern and south- 
western areas of that province the moist- 
ure supply fell 10 per cent and 14 per cent 
respectively below normal, while in the 
Southeastern area the average was just 
maintained. 

Manitoba received 29 per cent more 
precipitation than usual in the western 
division, and 28 per cent more in the 
eastern. 

Taking the provinces as units, Alberta 
shows no change from normal. Saskatche- 
wan shows a decrease of 8 per cent, and 
Manitoba an increase of 28 per cent. The 
increase in Manitoba is accounted for 
mainly by very heavy rains which fell 
there during the fall months. 

These figures may not correctly indi- 
cate the relative amounts of moisture re- 
maining in the soil on the eve of seeding, 
since the run-off may have varied widely 
due to the uneven freezing of the ground. 
But it seems probable that in central Al- 
berta and other areas where the fall was 
less than average the moisture content is 
also below normal. That undoubtedly is 
true in and around Edmonton. 

Against hasty conclusions that an un- 
favorable season is in prospect, is to be 
placed the well established fact that spring 
moisture is by no means a sure indicator 
of crop returns in this part of the west. 
Ample rains in late May and the two fol- 
lowing months have often produced splen- 
did erops here in years when the seed went 
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into exceptionally dry soil. The same is 
measurably true of the prairie region gen- 
erall 


Stiffening The Defences 


Some days ago it was announced that 
Canada’s defences on either coast, and in 
Newfoundland, had been placed each 
under a single command. The inference 
was that more attention was to be paid to 
strengthening our coastal defences, and 
this is verified by the statement of Prime 
Minister King on Wednesday. 

Two new divisions are to be organized 
as mobile defence units, composed of men 
called up for training under the Mobiliza- 
tion Act. These will supplement the sixth 
division of the Active army, now in Can- 
ada. In addition of course will be the units 
of the Reserve army, now being recruited 
up to full strength in Edmonton and else- 
where. And as supplies become available 
land, sea and air mechanized equipment 
will be put in defence service. 

This news will be welcomed very heart- 
ily by people living in the coastal areas, 
and it is to be hoped by inland dwellers as 
well. It surely can no longer be supposed 
anywhere that residents of our seaboard 
provinces are needlessly alarmed at the 
possibility of air raids, or even of an inva- 
sion of British Columbiz 

On the east coast and in Newfound- 
land invasion can hardly be apprehended, 
but nuisance raids by carrier borne planes 
are by no means impossible there, if even 
improbable. On the west coast invasion is 
not only possible but fairly probable 
should the Japanese succeed in capturing 
Australia—or should they decide to halt 
operations there and make a quick try to 
force the United States into peace on the 
basis of things as they stand. 

These protective measures are bein 
taken none too soon. It may be suppos 
that, for.obvious reasons, the measures 
were well under way before the news was 
given out. It is to be hoped such is the 
case.

Reports that Halifax is overcrowded 
have evidently not been exaggerated. Civic 
authorities there are proposing that fam- 
ilies of men in service look for living 
quarters in neighboring towns, Since the 
city benefits greatly through the spendings 
of these temporary residents, the proposal 
would not be made if conditions were not 
congested to the seegreueee point. 


Seizure of the Andaman islands by the 
Japanese forces marks the extension of 
the war into the Indian ocean. The inten- 
tion may be to use these as a base from 
which to bomb the Allied forces in Burma. 
But it may equally be that this is the first 
step in a planned immediate invasion of 
India. Tokyo has thus far shown no in- 
clination to restrict its ambitions, and the 
situation in India at present offers a better 
opportunity than could be looked for later. 
News of air raids on Calcutta will not 
therefore be surprising even if they come 
soon.

Details of Campaign That’ 
Won Renown For 
General 


By HAROLD L. WEIR 

So much interest has been 
aroused in General MacArthur's 
success in the Philippines—a 
success that elevated him to com- 
mand in Australia—that there is 
given herewith a more or less 
haphazard analysis of his feat. 

Gen. MacArthur's tiny and gal- 
lant army that 
fights on in Ba- 
taan peninsula 
is one of the 
reasons. that 
competent mili- 
tary authorities 
assign for the 
fact that land- 
ings in force 
have not already 
been made by 
nt dat etter in 

ustralia, 

The defense Harold L. Weir 
of the peninsula, barely 30 miles 
long and only half as wide, has 
been -heroic in the finest tradi- 
tions or any army in the world. 

It has evidenced a rare com= 
bination of courage and skill and 
leadership in face of overwhelm- 
ing odds, And on the immensely 
practical side of the ledger, it 
has made Manila Bay, the Ori- 
ent’s best harbor, unusable for 
the drive to the south, an advan- 
tage on which the Japs had ap- 
parently counted heavily. 

How Gen. MacArthur was able 
to hold off the initial thrusts, 
how he refused to be decoyed 
out of position, how he inflicted 
amazing losses on his attackers, 
and how he then skillfully with- 
drew when the giant trap that 
had been prepared for him was 
about to clamp shut is a story 
that cannot yet be told in detail, 
but its general features now can 
be revealed. 


Most Brilliant 


Military experts predict that 
the campaign will be listed 
among the most brilliant in the 
world’s long history of war, It is 
Temarkable first, they say, for 
the orderly withdrawal under 
long and continuous attack, an 
action the rule-books teach is 
impossible except with the most 
seasoned troops, MacArthur had 
some of them, but he also had 
others that were “very green”, 

In the second place, Gen, Mac- 
Arthur apparently evolved a suc- 
cessful method of dealing with 
Japanese “infiltration,” the In- 
dian warfare of the jungles that 
worked miracles for the Japanese 
in the Malay peninsula but has 
gotten them no place under sim- 
ilar conditions in Bataan. 

Gen. MacArthur solved the 
problem of the withdrawal by a 
series of concentric lines, when 
it became necessary to save his 
army from destruction with the 
resultant loss of the last outpost 
in the Philippines. Every foot of 
ground was fought bitterly and 
with heavy losses to the attack- 
ers, but the Jap advance kept 
stumbling over these rapidly pre- 
pared positions, 

Five Phases 

The Philippine campaign 
which brought Gen, MacArthur's 
troops to the Bataan peninsula 
as an organized army still able 
to hold off: their numerically 
superior attackers, falls naturally 
into five phases. ; 

The first phase lasted three 
days, beginning with Dec. 7 and, 
like the treacherous attack on 
Pearl Harbor, was chiefly an air 
operation. Air fields throughout 
the archipelago but principally 
in Luzon were the targets, 

The authoritative Army and 
Navy Journal admits that the 
Japanese objective of “weaken- 
ing American air power’ was 
“attained” with little regard for 
their own losses. The Japanese 
simply waited in the skies until! 
United States fighters and bomb- 
ers were forced down for fuel 
and supplies and attacked them 
On the ground. 


Gen. MacArthur, as closely as]: 


can be established in the absence 
of full reports, had concentrated 
his limited forces along the 
west coast of Luzon from Manila 
Bay north through Lingayen and 
to a point beyond San Fernando 
and along the shores of Tabayas 
Bay and Lamon Bay on either 
side of the narrow link of land 
that connects the two large ‘parts 
of the island, southeast of Manila. 


Aerial Attacks 


Shrewdly avoiding either of 
these areas and hoping, appar- 
ently to pull the American forces 
north of the mountain barrier 
that extends roughly west from 
San Fernando, the Japanese be- 
gan the second phase of the as- 
sault, Dec. 10, with landings at 
Vigan on the northwest coast, 

_What was left of the American 
air force bombed and harassed 
these landings, and it was in this 
fighting that the Japanese battle- 
ship Haruna was sunk, north of 
the island. 

MacArthur refused to be pulled 
out of position, and only local 
ground forces were involved, 

Japanese aerial attacks contin- 
ued for the next 10 days, while 
the Jap troops, many on bicycles, 
turned south from Vigan along 
the coastal road. Parachutists, 
according to one army spokeés- 
man, occupied airports near 
Tuguegarao and Jagan, opening 
the way for an advance from 
Aparri down the lush Cagayan 
valley. In those bitter first two 
weeks 26 major acrial attacks 
were made, Gen. MacArthur re- 
ported, 


Armada 


In the dim morning light of 
Dec, 22, a huge armada number- 
ing about 80 transports, appeared 
off Lingayen Gulf and opened 
the third phase of the campaign. 

All the landings except one at 
Agoo were beaten off, but at 
Agoo the Japanese were joined 
by the invaders coming south 
from Vigan and were able to turn 


east towards the force advancing 
in the Cagayan valley. 
Meanwhile, the ttap that the 
Japanese hoped would destroy 
the American armies before ‘they 
reached Bataan was being set. 
Near Atimonan on Lamon Bay, 
southeast of Manila, heavy forces 
were landed on Dec. 23, Others 
arrived the next day at nearby 
Mauban and between them cut 
through to Tabayas Bay, forcing 
the defenders north and west. 
Some of the most bitter fighting 
of the campaign occurred in this 
area, according to the reports, 
By Jan, 1 MacArthur reported 
that “all available defending 
forces are now united.” Naval 
units had destroyed the base at 
Cavite and moved to the island 
fortresses that guard Manila Bay. 
The following afternoon the 
Japs entered the capital city, al- 
most unopposed. Manila had fal- 
len, but Manila Bay was still 
protected and the way to Bataan 
peninsula was not cut off. 


Disappointment 


Japanese disappointment at the 
escape was plain, On Jan. 5 the 
Philippine headquarters, now 
moving with the armies, report- 
ed one of the heaviest attacks of 
the war, a frontal assault on the 
lines northwest of Manila, 

More than 700 Japs were killed 
in one section, it said. © 
_For the next two months the 
line was relatively stationary. 

In what is the fifth phase of 
the fighting currently it extends 
from a point north of Abucay, on 
the peninsula’s east coast, west 
and south to a point midway be- 
tween Marong and Bagac. 

No figures of MacArthur's 
strength have ever been dis- 
closed, but the Japs are believed 
to have us¢d more than 200,000 
crack troops in the effort, so far 
futile, to dislodge him.

Curtin has a majority of just one 
in his parliament, and yet he has 
never extended his cabinet to in- 
clude his opponents, 
Principle 

There is another question of 
principle involved: It appears 
that Mr, Churchill approached 
Mr. Casey directly, securing his 
consent, instead of asking the 
Australian government to ap- 
point a member to the Britsh 
War Cabnet. Mr. Curtin thinks 
that he should have had the sole 
selection of the member. 

Normally, this would no doubt 
have been the pfoper protocol. 
But it is extremely important 
that the man selected should be 
one with whom the British Cab- 
inet is certain it can co-operate, 
And in war the responsible lead- 
er must act, and not spend his 
time and his energies in negotia- 
tions of minor importance, So, on 
the whole, Mr. Curtin’s clamor 
seems pretty small potatoes, 

But at any rate, Australia, who 
in her history has been rather 
isolationist, now is crying for 
help. And Australia needs help. 
She is ill prepared for this war. 
Until the entrance of Japan, Aus- 
tralia had never introduced con- 
scription; her war expenditures 
were way below the level of 
Canada’s; her immigration pol- 
icy, maintained by a labor gov- 
ernment anxious to keep up high 
wages, has kept the Australian 
population under ten million in a 
continental country, and these 
things have al] weakened her de- 
fence against the masses of 
Japan, With a little more fore- 
sight, and imagination, and less 
egotism, Australia could have 
been a major power in the Pa- 


cific, 
No Criticism 


But obviously this is no time 
for a criticism of past policies— 
for what nation, reviewing its 
immediate past, but can find 
grounds for self criticism? On 
the other hand this is also no 
time for further egotism—for the 
advancement of the theory that 
there is one point on the globe 
that has to be defended at all 
costs no matter what happens 
elsewhere. We are all going to 
win or lose together, 

Mr. Curtin seems to fear that 
Britain, off the north west coast 
of Europe, is more interested in 
European affairs than in the Pa- 
cifie and is concentrating on de- 
fending herself first. 

Or, Mr. Curtin seems to fear 
that Britain, by sending Mr. 
Casev as a member of the Brit- 
ish War Cabinet to Cairo, has in 
mind to forestall the juncture of 
Japan and Germany in the Mid- 
dle East, And all this seems to be 
lass important than the immed- 
iate defence of Australia. Actu- 
ally, it is all part of the defence 
of Australia, as the defence of 
Australia is part of the total war 

And Mr. Curtin apparently 
thinks that if he has a verv en- 
argetic representative in Wash- 
ington, one with the best of con- 
tacts ta American personalities 
it could influence the whole 
etrategy of the war here, in the 
interests of Anetratlia,

in this he is wrong. The Unitec 
States intends to muke every 
effort as far as Australia is con- 
cerned, no matter who is Aus- 
tralia’s ambassador to Washing- 
ton—or whether there is any at 
all! 

For our immediate and long 
range interests are involved, Our 
relations with Australia are 
established on the strongest pos- 
sible basis through the sendin; 
of General MacArthur there, and 
our relations are, for the dura- 
tion, primarily military,

Plaus for the $85,000 adminis- | 
tration building to be erected this | 
summer at the Edmonton airport 
are being prepared as rapidly as 
possible, John Martland, city 
architect, stated Friday. Wt ts 
anticipated that tenders on the 
project will be called within the 
next three weeks. 

Mr. Martland and Max C. Dewar, 
assistant city architect, are work- 
ing nights and at week-ends rush- 
ing the plans to completion. 


The building will be of two 
storeys with control tower, It will 
be 207 feet long by 36 feet wide, 
and will be of concrete, frame and 
stucco construction. The mang 
will be 43 feet high to the tip of 
the control tower. | 

On the ground floor there will 
be a rotunda, rising for the height 
of the two storeys. It will be 36% 
fee; long by 37 feet wide, and will 
house the Trans-Canada Airlines 
general and operational offices, the 
customs and post office offices, a 
lunch room, kitchen and the usual 
comfort offices.

An Allied offensive can surely be 
successful this spring, she declared. 
Once Germany is defeated, Russia 
and the Allies can turn and altack 
Japan through China and the east, 
and defeat her. 

“Russia can almost defeat Ger- 
many herself,” she continued, “With 
the forces of all the Allies striking 
now, on an European front, where 
Germany will be attacked from both 
directions, a spring victory is safe 
to predict,” she claimed. 


SUCCESS OF RUSSIA 

“Russia's consumer industries 
have never matched her defence 
industries. They have always been 
secondary, but just before the be- 
ginning of the war, their consumer 


production was catching up with 
their war industries. Before the 
war in 1939, Russia’s power was 
equal to that of Germany's. Now of 
course, it isn’t with Hitler's possess- 
ion of all the fighting power in cen- 
tral Europe. Economically, the war 
is a loss to Russia. Politically it has 
not harmed the solidarity and de- 
termination of the people for their 
way of life and their own “experi- 
ment.” 


WOMEN IN THE WAR 

“Russian women have a fighting 
part in this war, too,” said Dr. 
Strong. “They are not drafted into 
military service, even though there 
have been cases where women 
have fought shoulder to shoulder 
with men. Those cases have been 
emergency cases, where the situ- 
ation demanded it. 

“They serve as fliers—ambulance 
and transport drivers. A great many 
Russian women who are Sutgeons 
are seeing front-line action in car- 
ing for the wounded right on the 
battle field. As stretcher-bearers 
they convey wounded troops from 
the combat areas to matical quart- 
ers. 

“In military quarters women 
serve, too, as quartermasters, mes- 
sengers, telephone and radio oper- 
ators, transport drivers, cooks and 
fill many other auxiliary offices. 
In one case I know of,” said Dr, 
Strong, “wheré a woman doctor was 
in charge of a whole medical corps, 
the commanding officer was killed, 
leaving her, as next officer, in full 
command.

“Women’s most important work is 
the strengthening of community life 
and social well being,” Miss Kath- 
leen M. Jackson, director of fam- 
ily welfare work in the Council of 
Social Agencies, said when she ad- 
dressed a meeting of the Local 
Council of Women in the Y.W.C.A, 
Thursday afternoon. Miss Jackson 
chose for her address, “Child Wel- 
fare.” 

“If it is humanly possible, during 
these stressing times, 
family should not be separated,” 
said Miss Jackson. “The family is 
the child's world, especially in his 
early years. Two main types of 
problems threaten family life in 
both peace and war, emotiqnal prob- 
lems and problems of finance and 
economics, These can be met by 
a careful use of community re- 
sources, specialized as*a guidance 
clinic or more often through the 
church, the schoo] or the neighbor- 
hood group working hand in hand 
with the welfare bureaus. 

Miss Jackson went on to say that 
two of the problems which a war 
always intensify, are that of child 
labor and the working mother. The 
Creche or day nursery is working to 
meet the latter problem. The first 
can only be met by a determined 
effort on the part of the community 
to see that our children do not go 
out into industry unqualified to be 
permanent wage earners and re- 
sponsible citizens. 

In conclusion, Miss Jackson sug- 
gested as a project for the council, 
the study of the child welfare situa- 
tion and possible establishment of a 
voluntary Children’s Aid Society,

What an incendisry bomb can do 
|to a substantial London roof is 
graphically illustrated in some of 
the specimens on display at the 
British War Relics exhibition which 
will open in the Empire room of 
the Hudson's Bay Company store, 
in Edmonton, on Friday afternoon. 
All proceeds will go to the Queen's 
Canadian Fund for Air Raid Vic- 
tims. 

One of the groups includes parts 
of the 102-foot high roof of historic 
Westminster Abbey, which was 
damaged in last winter's blitz. The 
abbey, the main building of which 
was started in 1220, is a mugnifi- 
cent and sturdy Gothic structure, 
the last resting place of many of 
| the nation’s great. 

As evidence of the success of the 
R-A.F. against the Nazi raiders, a 
Messerschmitt brought down in 
Kent, in November, 1940, along with 
bomb sights, instrument and radio 
panels and other equipment, is 
shown.

This constituted about nine percent 
of the national income for 33 per 
cent of the population, Mr. Young 
stated 

This is the problem that the 
C.C.F, is grappling with. They 
are aware of the situation, basic 
reason for which is not the natural 
setbacks but the setback due to 
the financial system, he said, 
Crop damage caused by drought, 
hail, insects, frost, weeds and lack 
of proper soil maintenance has its 
effect, but much of these losses 
could be remunerated by a system 
of crop insurance. 

He explained that even though 
insurance is being offered to farm- 
ers, their financial position is such 


| that they cannot take advantage of 


it and must take the risk of loss. 


BEST INSURANCE 

A better price level for farm pro- 
ducts would enable the farmers to 
protect themselves fgom the haz- 
ards of nature, 

A better price level would do 
much more, he added, It would 
make it possible for the farmer to 
work shorter hours, to take advan- 
tage of opportunities to improve 
culture and education facilities. 

Health services would be made 
more adequate, Mr, Young quoted 
figures indicating that even though 
the rural areas, are regarded as 
more healthful places to live from 
the standpoint of natural health re- 
quirements, yet the death rate in 
rural areas is much higher than it 
is in urban areas. The reason is 
the lack of proper preventive faci- 
lities and lack of adequate hygienic 
conveniences, Mr. Young said. 

“Alberta's farm debt is about 
$305,000,000, and the underlying 
cause for jt is the profit system un- 
der which we live,” Mr. Young 
stated. “This debt represents to a 
large measure the profits paid to 
eastern interests in excess profits 
and interest.” 

Debt adjustments do not even 
begin to grapple with the situation. 
They don’t even adjust them suffi- 
ciently to attend to the interests 
that grow, he stated. 

The income has to be raised by 
bringing the price of wheat at least 
to $1.10 per bushel, at Fort William, 
before the farmers will be able to 
meet merely the interest on their 
present debts, Mr. Young remarked. 

This financial picture is convinc- 
ing enough to make one realize that 
the real cause of the situation must 
be removed. A parity price due 
to a non-profit system of finance 
is essential, Mr, Young said in con- 
clusion,
